The Popes did not always wear the 
thrcn-erown llar.'U At first they wore 
nn ordinary initor with one crown 

around it, tlicu a second one was 
adili'il to it, ami then a third, when It 
took tho name of Irirogno (three 
kingdoms), ' This explnlna why aomc- 
tlmes the aimpie miter is used and 
tometlmea called triregna 

We read ot tho form and splendor 
of tho iioutilical niilevs in imntlllcal 
iuv.'iitori.'S. Sotiii! of tlioin weighed 
as much as ten jiomi.ls, or even more; 
they w.-re iliM'nraicd with camoos anil 
stones inlaiil with lignres I'MigS and 
prooious ornauients, fastened to tlio 
miter like drooping pearls, crosses 
nml every oilier kind of jewel 
tli'ii known. in 1 ll'.l hugemi 
IV. hr.il a miter miulo in Franc.! by 
l,.>r.-iixo Uhibcrti, which welglie.l live 
pounds, ot which over four )>onnds 
wore ot preetoua pearls and gams, and 
coat over forty Ihonsnnd gold d ncats. 
It was this miter which Kiigeuo IV. 
afiet'waril plcilgi'il to l''i..reueu lor 
$40,000, which lio gave to the UI-enk^ 
who intervened In the council ol Fior- 
oneo in 1489. Till tlio end of the last 
century there were four proolons 
miters in oxistuncn — two made tor 
Tins V. anil I'aul V.. tho latter of 
wiioiii .spent $71) IHM) on bis inlter; and 
two were ma lo for P.inl VI- Tho two 
tirst were kept lu Uastie Sainl Aiigo- 
io, and wcfe taken out tor grciU oero- 
niouloii 

Wlion taken out limy wore guarded 
by the r,.pii's j 'wolet'. ami were ac- 
conipaiii.'.l by tin' sanio jeweler all 
through tho procession and corcmo- 
uies ol tile day. Keen when placed 
on the jiapal altar. Ihnr Wore uniler 
the jetvolei's custody. The ollior two 
:initers wero kept In the pontifical 
.sacristy. Pl»< Vl's tirst mner was 
made In 1780. Il lia.l n f.iiiiida- 
ifion doooratcd Willi gold threads and 
Iponrla, threaded wIthailTer, also with 
Imnny olh'or preclona alonei ol all 
kinds. At Ihe back it was decorated 
with tho poutinelid arniA, Tlie rib- 
■ Ikius were also c.iver.id witli gold, 
pearls, anil iliaiiiou.ls. 'J'his second 
Inillcr ot tlih I'.ipu was matio in 1781, 
i and wa.s doeorateil in the same man- 
ner, only in a dilferent pattern, and 
Ihn foHiidation was in silver instead 
of giil.l. Ail these four inltoi's were 
broken lip by I'ius VI. in 1797 in 
■order to pay the French what was 
stlptilntod in tlio |iaaco of Toloutlno.

XIII. tor hlf Jiibdeo ia ot the value ot 
eitliarone ot tlie above-stated miters.
